only recently passed. 


That Ben Noble’s attorney s will go

According to the Greensbu rg News, 
Mr. Osborne, one of the cou nsel ap­ 
pointed by Ju dge Blair to represent 
and defend Noble y esterday stated 
that in their motion for a new hear­ 
ing they wou ld present many things 
that wou ld change the complex ion of 
the case. 
He remarked that the ap­ 
pointment to defend the indicted man 
had come so su ddenly that he had 
entered ¡the case almost wholly u rn- 
prepared. He was u nable to get in Js 
testimony many incidents in the case 
that shou ld hav e been presented. 
“In ou r appeal for a new trial,” 
Mr. Osborne stated, “ we will base 
su ch action, among other things, on 
the life of Albert Spragu e, the m u r­ 
dered man, and especially the rela­ 
tionship that ex isted between Spragu e 
and his wife.” 
lie asserted that the attorney s for 
the defense had ev idence at hand that 
wou ld show a motiv e why Spragu e 
was assasinated, and 
they 
cou ld 
prov e who did the deed which Noble 
now stands conv icted of. 
Mr. Os­ 
borne said that natu rally pu blic sen­ 
timent in Decatu r cou nty , where the 
crime was committed, was 
clearly 
against Noble, bu t that heretofore 
there has nev er been shown a motiv e 
why Noble cou ld hav e committed the 
crime.

A. G. Johnson, assistant botanist 
at the Purdue University agricultur­ 
al ex pe 1*1016011; station has sent out 
the following bulletin covering oat 
sm ut: 
Were y our oats attacked by smut 
last y ear? 
Are y ou using those oats 
for seed? 
If so, the formalin seed- 
treatment should be applied to such 
oats before sowing, even if only 
a 
small amoimt of smut was present, 
in order to prevent the disease in 
this y ear’s crop. 


Oat smut causes an enormous an­ 
nual loss, the country over, and Indi­ 
ana’s share is much too great. 
It 
should, and can be prevented. 
Oat smut is a disease caused by a 
miscroscopical organism, a 
fungus, 
which entirely destroy s t)he heads o^ 
the 
affected 
plants. 
This 
fungus 
lives and grows within the tissues of 
the affected oat plants, entirely in­ 
visible form without until the dis­ 
eased plants begin to head out* 
The 
smut fungus then enters the y oung 


“ would be” kernels 
both them 
and 
the 
dhaff, and masses of worthless black, 
powdery material are produced in­ 
stead. 
These powdery masses con­ 
sist of innumerable, 
minute 
spores 
(corresponding to seeds) of the smut 
fungus. 
These 
smut 
spores 
are 
blown about by the wind 
to 
sound 
kernels of the 
healthy oat 
plants 
near by , arid remain on them ready 
to take advantage of the situation 
when such oats are used for seed. 
When such oats are sown, the a t­ 
tached smut spores germinate under 
the same conditions and at the same 
time that the oat kernels do. and the 
fungus, by its very minute, tube-like 
growth, penetrates into the tis^Hes of 
the very y oung plant. 
Here the fun­ 
gus thrives, drawing its nourishment 
from its host, and grows up within 
the oat plant 
through 
the 
season. 
When the latter heads out, the heads 
are entirely destroy ed. 
The kernels 
and chaff are largely , if not entirely , 
changed to black, powdery masse 
the spores

It should be practi­ 
cally as clear as water. 
After treating the seed oats, avoid 
contamination 
with 
smut 
spores 
from untreated oats, as in bags, bins, 
etc. 
Clerin bags and bins should be 
used, or they may be 
cleaned

formalin solution. 
Two or three men can easily treat 
50 bushels in less than half an hour, 
that is, to the point of covering the 
pile.

malin seed treatment has been re­ 
peatedly found to fulfill both of these 
requirements 
admirably . 
Tt not 
only has the merit of being highly 
efficient, but it is safe, inex pensive, 
and easy of application. 
The treat­ 
ment is as follows: 
After the « eed oats nre well clean­ 
ed with a fanning mill, spread them 
out on a clean floor or canvas, or in 
a tight wagon box . 
While shoveling 
them over sprinkle them, until thor­ 
oughly moistened, with the following 
solution, which may he mix ed in a 
barrel and applied with a sprinklincr 
can: one pound (about one pint) of 
fo rural in (40 per cent, formaldeh vde. 
procurable at drug stores) thorough­ 
ly mix ed with 50 gallons of water. 
Continue to shovel the oats until all 
kernels are evenly moist, then cover 
the pile with clean grain 
bags or 
canvas and leave covered at least 
two hours. 
The formaldehy de gas 
thus confined, tand evenly distributed 
through the pile kills the smut spores, 
but does not injure the oats. 
After 
the two hours, uncover and spread 
out the oats to dry , stirring occa­ 
sionally with a garden rake, or other­ 
wise. 
When 
sufficiently 
dry . 
the 
oats are ready to sow. 
If they are 
to be kept for some time before sow­ 
ing, they should, of course, he more 
thoroughly dried to prevent heating. 
Ordinarily it is most, convenient to 
treat the oats the afternoon or even­ 
ing before they <nrc to be sown. Then 
in the morning they are ready . 
Each gallon of the made up solu­ 
tion is enough for a little more than 
a bushel of oats, that is one pound 
of formalin mix ed with 50 gallons of 
water is enough for 50 or 00 bushels.

ures to it has disappo inted Republi­ 
can o ppo nents o f Canadian recipro city . 
The senate pro gressiv es and a number 
o f the regulars were elated last week 
when the anno uncement was made, 
seemingly by autho rity , that the Dem­ 
o cratic co mmittee o n way s and means 
planned to add amendments to the 
co tto n and wo o l schedules o f the Can­ 
adian agreement. Since then the co m­ 
mittee, o r at least a majo rity o f its 
members, hav e ex perienced a change 
o f heart. Within the past day o r two 
Chairman Underwo o d has caused it to 
be kno wn that the Canadian agree­ 
ment wo uld be repo rted to the new 
ho use precisely in the fo rm in which 
it was submitted to co ngress at the 
recent sessio n. Whether the co mmit­ 
tee has changed fro nt because o f inti­ 
matio ns o f the president that he dis­ 
appro v es pf the plan to add any thing 
to the Canadian bill, o r whether the 
Demo crats came to the co nclusio n that 
it wo uld be better po litics to ratify 
the agreement just as it came fro m 
Mr. Taft, is no t made clear. 
All that 
the leaders can be induced to say o n 
the subject is that the agreement is to 
be passed by the ho use as it was o ut­ 
lined in the McCall bill. 
This is bad news fo r the o ppo sitio n.

go v ernment berths.

tor to both New Castle and State p a­ 
p ers, and in 1875 he began the p ubli­ 
cation of the Mercury in 
his home 
City , which was continued under the 
name of Parker & Wiekersham until 
1882. 
In 1880 Mr. Parker was the 
elector from his district on the Re­ 
p ublican national ticket and cast the 
vote of the district for Garfield and 
Arthur. 
In 1882 he was named by 
President Arthur as United States 
consul to Sherbrooke, Canada, and 
serv ed until the change in adminis­ 
tration. 
On fils return to his home county 
Mr. Parker was elected county elerk 
in 1896 and held that 
office 
from 
1888 to 1892. In 1900 lie was chosen 
to rep resent Henry county in the low­ 
er house of the general assembly and 
serv ed with credit to himself and his 
county . 
In the line of literature Mr. Parker 
brought attention to Newcastle and 
Henry county . In 1871 he p ublished 
his first work. 
It was entitled “The 
Lesson, and Other Poems,” and af­ 
terwards came the “Cabin in the 
Clearing,” 
“Hoosier 
Bards” 
had 
“Rhy mes of Our Neighborhood.” His 
last book, “Noontide,” was p ublished 
in 1905 the dedicatory Hues telling of 
the abiding hop e and love of the au­ 
thor. It was dedicated to his father 
and mother. “Hoosier Bards” was 
dedicated to all lovers of b ird s and 
trees, and 
the “Rhy mes of Our 
Neighborhood” 
to 
the surviving 
friends of his childhood and y outh. 
Poetry , however, was only a re­ 
creation to Mr. Parker, but his verses 
were well enough known to be inclu­ 
ded in Coggshall's “Poets and Poetry 
of the West,” p ublished in 1860, and 
in “The Union of Art and Poetry ,” 
by John G. Piatt, in 
1881. 
In 
the 
latter collection one of his p oems was 
illustrated. 
He was a 
contributor 
to the Indianap olis Journal, and in 
later y ears wrote occasionally for the 
Indianap olis News. 
Mr. Parker was not a great p oet, 
but he was true one, and though he 
did not attemp t lofty flights he never 
struck a false note. He was a lover 
of nature and of the simp le and knew 
how to interp ret them. 
Mr. Parker was the second p resi­ 
dent of Association of Writers, an 
honaTy member of the Century Club, 
of Indianap olis, of the Audobon So­ 
ciety and one of the organizers of the 
Henry county Historical Society . He 
was the last of the eary p romoters of 
the Historical Society and gave much 
of his time to its affairs. In 1867 Mn 
Parker introduced the custom of 
strewing flowers on the grav es of sol­ 
diers of the Union in the civil war, 
some y ears before it was adop ted by 
the Grand Army of the Rep ublic. 
Mr. Parker and Iluldali 
Wicked- 
sham were married January 21. 1869. 
Three children were born and all sur­ 
vive. They are: Miss Florence P ar­ 
ker, a teacher in New Castle schools; 
Allegro, the wife of Samuel J. Buf- 
kin of New Castle and Jethro engaged 
in the mercantile business in Cleve­ 
land, O.

Wo o d was en­ 
gaged in so me real estate deals with 
o ther members o f the co uncil that cre­ 
ated a go o d deal o f criticism, but his 
disappearance caused the m atter to be 
dro pped. 
The pro secuto r will take 
Wo o d befo re the grand jury as so o n 
as he is bro ught back and will give 
him a chance to tell all he kno ws. 
It 
is said that friends are wo rking to get 
bail fo r Wo o d, and there is a suspicio n 
that many perso ns are interested in 
getting him released. 


NEW DEPARTMENT 


Purdue University Enlarges Scope of 
Agricultural Extension W ork. 
Lafayette, Ind., 
March 
15. — The 
bo ard o f trustees o f Purdue university 
has created a new departm ent, to be 
called the departm ent o f agricultural 
extensio n. This was made po ssible by 
an act o f the last legislature, appro ­ 
priating $30,000 annually fo r the wo rk 
o f agricultural extensio n at Purdue 
and pro viding fo r a new departm ent to 
have charge o f this wo rk. The act o f 
the legislature says, “the mo ney shall 
be used fo r the disseminatipn o f in­ 
fo rmatio n relative to agricultural, do ­ 
mestic science and rural life amo ng 
the peo ple o f the state.” 
Hereto fo re the agricultural exten­ 
sio n wo rk o f Purdue has been a mino r 
part o f the experiment statio n activi­ 
ties. 
There is also a departm ent o f 
farm ers’ institutes which had charge 
o f all the institute wo rk in the state. 
This divided the twro branches o f the 
extensio n wo rk in such a m anner that 
it wras impo ssible to o btain full co ­ 
o peratio n o f effo rts. 
Under the new 
plan, ho wever, all this wo rk is under 
o ne head, and with the increased fund 
available the sco pe and extent o f the 
wo rk can be greatly widened. 
The bo ard o f trustees unanimo usly 
cho se Geo rge I. Christie as superinten­ 
dent o f the new department. 
He has 
been in charge o f the agricultural ex­ 
tensio n wo rk fo r several years. 


Caught at the Crossing. 
So uth Bend, Ind., March 15.—Jo shua 
Sm alter was instantly killed by a train 
o n the Lake Sho re railro ad at a grade 
cro ssing in Mishawaka. Smalter, who 
was a retired merchant, became co n­ 
fused at the netwo rk o f tracks and 
stepped directly in fro nt o f the passen­ 
ger train after a freight train had 
passed o n ano ther track.

This, ho wever, will 
do no go o d, as the jurymen are willing 
to pay any fine in o rder to escape duty 
o n the jury that is to decide the fate 
o f many o f the leaders o f the so ciety 
o f the Camo rra o f Naples. 
In o rder to have plenty o f talesmen 
present to day the judge summo ned a 
supplem entary list o f fo rty, but it is 
very do ubtful if he will even then be 
able to empanel a jury.

Am m unition For “Maneuvers.” 
The fact that the co mmander o f the 
army o f 15,000 men no w assembled in 
San Anto nio has no t neglected to take 
the mo st minute precautio n against 
just the co ntingency that may arise 
acro ss the Rio Grande befo re the end 
o f the week is dem o nstrated by the 
o rder which has go ne to the lo cal o f­ 
ficials o f the Misso uri, Kansas & 
Texas ro ad no t to disintegrate a train­ 
lo ad o f ammunitio n which is due to ar­ 
rive in the railro ad yards within the 
next fewr days. 
Thirteen carlo ads o f 
ball cartridges and o f pro jectiles fo r 
the three-inch field guns and mo untain 
batteries o f the three battalio ns o f 
fieied artillery' o f the divisio nal army 
are enro ute fro m the Franklin ar­ 
senal, Philadelphia, co nsigned to the 
San Anto nio arsenal. 
Under the o r­ 
ders issued fro m headquarters o f the 
divisio nal army this ammunitio n will 
no t be unlo aded, but will be switched 
to a sidetrack and held.
